ASHINGTON, July ®—Postmas- 
ter-General Cortelyou tonight 
announced the issuance of a 
fraud order against the Peéple's 
United States Bank of St. Louis,

July . The action bars the company 
from use of the malls after an inves- 
tigation by the postal authorities as to 
the details of the business of the in- 
stitution. The Postmaster-General, in 
announcement tonight, says: 

“It is understood that the funds of 
the bank which have not been bor- 
rowed by Mr. Lewis and his enter- 
prises, amounting to about two-thirds 
Of the total amount remitted, are de- 
posited in banks, and will be avail- 
able toward reimbursemert of the 
stockholders, who number upward of 
65,000. it is the intention of the. of- 
ficers of the Pos ce Department to 
cooperate with the Secretary of Mis- 
Souri in every proper way for the 

investors and depos- 
liters.” 8 

The announcement of Mr. Cortelyou 
says that, although in early articles 
in his magazine, Lewis represented 
that he would subscribe to the capital 
stock a dollar for every dollar sub- 
scribed by all others, so that he would 
own half of the capital stock, and that

At exactly 3:55 
o'clock this afternoon the wheels 
of Engine No. 442 stopped revolving | 
in a cloud of smoke from its brakes, 
and the Scott special to Chicago had 


&® Pacific Coast mountain division, 
scoring the phenomenal speed of 141 
miles in 161 minutes actual running 
time; 175 minutes actual elapsed time, 
and beating the forty-five-hour-to-Chi- 
cago record-smashing schedule, as set 
by the Santa Fé management by fif- 
teen minutes.) 

One mile of this run was made in 
89 seconds, or at the hair-raising pace 
of 90.4 miles per hour, while a speed 
of seventy and eighty miles per hour 
‘Wes attained repeatedly, and could 
easily have been maintained but for 
the sharp curves, all but the worst of 
which were taken at the dizzy pace of 
fifty to sixty miles an hour. 

Almost before the wheels had 
Stopped turning, engine No. 442 was 
cut loose from the train and dashed 
Sway down through the yards, and at 
the same moment engine No. 1005, of 
the high-wheeled Pacific type, driven 
by Engineer Gallagher, backed in, 
coupled to the train, and in exactly 
pne minute and fifty-nine seconds from 
the time of its arrival the train was 
under way again in charge of Conduc- 
tor Brayi in its trial for the record of 
tae second division, 170 miles to 
Needles. 

Considering the heavy grades, the 
twenty-five mile hill from San Bernar- 
dino to Summit, which necessitated a

Seven minutes were lost at San Ber- 
nardino in taking water, during which 
time the inhabitants gazed upon 
“Scotty” as he stood in the gangway 
of the locomotive and grinned down 
upon them.

UNNITE 
Referring to peace agencies, per- 
haps the most effective one yet discov- 
ered is the compound which has been 
named Dunnite. It is said of this dia- 
bolital concoction that a twelve-inch 
shell, loaded with only a small charge 
of it, “will crumple in the side of the 
heaviest armor-clad vessel, though the 
shell fall short of its mark by twenty 
feet.” This extraordinary statement, 
it is claimed, “has been demonstrated 
at the beginning of a series of tests 
at the government proving grounds at 
Sandy Hook.” If this be true—if 
there be no fault in the alleged dem- 
onstrations—the claim that Dunnite is 
the world's most effective explosive, 
may be regarded as established. 

It is a generally accepted theory 
that the surest guaranty of peace is 
to be found in the most complete 
preparedness for war. On this theory, 
tee nation that can get the tightest 
“cinch” on the world’s most effective 
explosive need not trouble itself to 
any t extent about peace treaties, 
“rapprochements,” “entente cordiales,” 
and all that sort of thing. Just a few 
pounds of Dunnite will do the busi- 
ness. It will cement the bonds of 
peace more completely than dozens of 
international treaties, solemnly signed 
but Mable to be broken when the first 
war-cloud looms upon the horizon. 


For centuries men have been fol- 
lowing the ignis fatuus of universal 
peace, but they have never yet caught 
up with it. Human experience in this 
regara been somewhat like the ex- 
periences of our boyhood days, when 
we sought fo capture the elusive song- 
bird by putting salt on his tail, or to 


assured lay buried at the end of the 
rainbow. But the case of Dunnite 
seems to be different. If men can- 
not be induced to dwell together in 
unity by amicable methods, perhaps 
they can be blown together into last- 
ing unity by means of Dunnite. Who 
knows? 

Of what avail will it be to bulld and 
maintain great and costly warships, if 
they can be crumpled up into scrap 
iron, and the scrap iron sent to Davy 
Jones's justly famous locker, by means 
of a small charge of Dunnite? How 
futile will it be to raise vast armies 
and send them against other vast ar- 
mies; if both armies are liable to in- 
stant and complete annihilation by the 
hurling of a few pounds of this hellish 
explosive into their ranks? After 
both contending armies shall have 
been destroyed, the original cause of 
contention will still remain, and how 
can it be decided? 

It Dunnite shall prove in practice 
to be as deadly as it is said to have 
proven in experiments, it may properly 
be called the world's most effective 
peacemaker no less than the world’s 
most effective explosive. In a sense 
the two terms are synonymous. 


LOSED SHOP A MENACE. 


One of the declarations of the 
Chicago grand jury, at its June ses- 
sion, was to the effect that the closed 
shop contract between employers and 
trades unions is a menace to the indus- 
trial welfare of the community. The 
grand jury had made a complete in- 
vestigation into the workings and the 
results of labor “graft” as it has been 
carried on in Chicago for several years 
past, and this conclusion was the out- 
come of the Investigation. 

Im the closed-shop contract, the em- 
ployer on his part agrees that he will 
empioy no workmen save those belong- 
ing to the union. while the employés 
on their part, agree to work for no 
other employer. "It is a menace to the 
welfare of the community, because 
such a contract shuts the door of op- 
portunity, or tends to shut it, against 
free, fair and legitimate competition 
in the fields of enterprise. This tends 
directly to the building up of a mo- 
nopoly. Speaking in a general sense, 
all monopoly is antagonistic to the 
public good. Labor monopolies are no 
exception to the general rule. As a 
matter of fact, labor monopolies are a 
greater menace to industrial welfare 
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find the pot of gold which we were 


than other kinds of monopoly, because 
they strike more directly and more in- 
juriously at the interests of labor it- 
self. 

The closed shop may supply a limited 
number of workmen with steady em- 
ployment at a higher rate of wages 
than the current rate. But this is not 
a benefit to labor in the abstract. It 
is a benefit, while it lasts, to the small 
group thus employed; and as the num- 
ber of workmen organized into unions 
is necessarily small as compared to the 
great body of workmen unorganized, 
the direct tendency of the closed shop 
is to benefit the few at the expense of 
the many. In the same way other mo- 
nopolies benefit the few (who are on 
the inside) at the expense of the many 
(who are on the outside.) 

All monopolies benefit the few at the 
ultimate expense and injury of the 
many. That is precisely what monopo- 
lies (labor monopolies with the rest,) 
are organized for. To gain some ad- 
vantage over their fellows is the very 
reason for their existence and mainte- 
nance. To the extent that they are 
maintained and operated, all monopo- 
les are a menace to the industrial wel- 
fare of the community, for the large 
majority of the community are exclud- 
ed from the benefits of the monopoly. 
When fast and close agreements are 
made between employers and employés, 
excluding other workmen from the 
benefits of the agreement, the transac- 
tion is in the nature of a conspiracy 
against the freedom of the individual 
and against the public good. It is not 
a far cry from such agreements to an- 
other form of agreement which the law 
forbids and penalizes as being “in re- 
straint of trade.”

R. HUGH K. WALKER preached 

to a artze congregation yesterday 

morning from the text found in 
Hebrews v, 12, setting forth the every- 
day, philosophy of religion. 

“It is always hard to be patient with 
those from nom we naturally expect 
betier things.“ said Dr. Walker. It 
was this fee which caused Paul to 
say in the age of our text: ‘For 
when for the time ye ought to be 
teachers ye have need that one teach 
you again which be the first principles 
of the oracles of God.’ These words were 
caused by sore disappointment at the 
outcome of the conversion of the Jews, 
from whom Paul naturally expected 
better things. Compared with the Gen- 
tiles, they had made but slow progress, 
although they had been so long 
a time in the kingdom and should have 
manifested the greatest proficiency in 
the principles of Christ, yet they were 
m need of teachers when they ought to 
have been able to go on to perfection. 
So Paul speaks to them im this severe 
way. He had miscalculated this peo- 
ple, and he was hurt and disappointed, 
his wounded pride brought impatience 
when he found that they were still 
children—‘ye are become such as have 
need of milk and not of strong meat,’ he 
tells them.“ 

“A great many people need to begin 
to learn the first principles in the 
school of Christ, but they are not will- 
ing to do this. They are complacent 
about the matter. They are ashamed 
to be ignorant about education or other 
things, but they consider religion a 
The attitude of the 
modern man toward religion is that it 
is a luxury—a plaything. That is the 
practical attitude today. Materialism 
is an outworn fad; Darwinism is dead 
and every intelligent man knows it; 
there is not a disciple of Darwinism 
on the face of the earth today. It is 
not, therefore, antagonism but a mat- 
ter of simple, cool indifference; not 
wholly outside the church, but in it 
w men need to be taught to reason 
why religion is worth while; professed 
Christian adherence needs to incul- 
cated again. Men pride themselves 
upon their prudence and conservatism. 
Religion is the most prudent thing in 
the universe. A man who does not 
enter the school of Christ is lacking in 
common sense, and is utterly impru- 
dent. Christianity has been the mold- 
ing power for the past nineteen centu- 
ries—it has n the controlling, mov- 
ing force of civilization, and yet people 
think it is not worth while to enter the 
school of Christ. More foolish than the 
Monte Carlo gambler is the man who 
wagers everything against nothing. 
The worst thing that can happen to a 
believer is that he is wrong and the 
worst thing that can happen to an un- 
believer is that he is right. 

* complacent man prides himself 
on his knowledge of the fitness of 
things. Men hate discord; they love 
harmony, good form and aypropriate- 
ness; grace is everything: people are_ 
all the time thinking about the fitness 
of things; consistency is admired, but 
when it comes to religion they are in- 
consistent. Philosophy teaches that in 
order to make your life happy you 
must plant benevolence, humility and 
sincerity in your soul. Christ is the 
only one who ever did it. It is one 
thing to tell you how, and it is another 
thing to show you how.

You never saw Christ die 
on the crose; you never saw Him as- 
end to heaven, but you believe these 
things on testimony. Seeing is not al- 
ways ving. Knowledge comes by 
faith, not perception. The great mass 
of knowledge has come that way. Re- 
ligion gives the Golden Rule to guide 
and guard us — to direct us in prin- 
ciple nd practice.” 

Dr. Walker concluded his earnest, 
practical sermon with a strong per- 
sona! appeal to give sertous attention 
to the all-important matter of reli- 
gion—thé greatest thing in the world, 
the only thing worth while. “It turns 
everything that is dark to light,” he 
concluded, “shining with a light that 
never was on sea or land, and it 
throws over death itself the glory of an 


endless life.

Steering by the Stars. 

The platform of The Fellowshop was

Men is a religious animal. Wher- 
ever the human being has sufficient 
intelligence to look upward he lifts 
his hands in reverence and worship.

And 
character is the only thing worth 
while. Gold, fame, material prosper- 
ity are worthless in comparison. 

“Rut how shall we recognize these 
principles? At the present time there 
seems to be a general unsettling of 
moral foundations. The old authori- 
ties are being discredited. Men are 
asking ‘where shall we find principles 
upon which to build?” We are bewil- 
dered amid the babel of conflicting 
voices. What is truth? Every belief 
is being questioned. May we not find 
at least one fact upon which we can 
stand and feel that beneath us is a 
rock? 

“Philosophers in the seclusion of 
their studies spin their fine theories 
and advance their many reasons, but 
the new knowledge shows their theo- 


lous: but the eternal principles of 
righteousness remain unchanged from 
age to age. Dynasties rise and fall, 
civilizations develop and flourish and 
decay. theological systems command 
the minds of men for a time only to 
he dissipated by the light of a better 
day. but the great moral principles-— 
hope, loyalty, gentleness, honesty, up- 
rightness, love-—these are eternal and 
blossom with perennial “beauty and 


wer.

The Church Founded. 

Continuing his special series of vaca- 
tion sermons at the First Christian 
Church, Rev. A. C. Smither preached 
yesterday morning upon “The Church 
Founded,“ from the text: “Upon this 
rock I wil] build my church.” He said 
in part: 

“The church of Christ means those 
persons who have been separated from 
the world by the preaching of the gos- 
pel and who are joined together in 
Christian fellowship with a view of 
preaching the gospel of Christ to all 
men. Christ planned out the one 
church and little dreamed that it 
should be divided into so many con- 
flicting organizations and its divine 
unity should thus be marred. This 
organization was called by the Savior 
My church,’ and ought throughout all 
time wear His name and carry on His 
work in the world. In carrying on His 
purposes among men Jesus operates 
through this church which He has 
called into fellowship with Himself. 

“For founding such a church he had 
all needed qualifications. All authority 
in heaven and on earth had been com- 
mitted into His hands. All the te- 
sources of the universe were at His 


life experience the real nature and the 
genuine need of man; for He was 
touched with a feeling of our infirmi- 
ties and was yet without sin. He had 
great love for man. His compassion 
went out for the erring and lost sons 
of mortality. This love expressed it- 
self in a life of profound service and 
self-sacrifice. In His own life He was 
a perfect example of the high standard 
of teaching. — 

“This church had its beginning on 
earth of the day of Pentecost, when 
the gospel of the Son of God was first 
preached. The forgiveness of sins was 
first offered to man upon the condition 
of faith and obedience to His require- 
ments. Throughout all succeeding gen- 
erations this work of building the 
church has been carried on. The indi- 
vidual man furnishes the vast re- 
sources of material from which this 
building is erected. Jesus was the great 
discoverer of the individual. As the ma- 
son shapes the stone for the founda- 
tion, as the brickmaker shapes and 
burns the brick, as the carpenter fash- 
ions and fits into the house the wood, 
so Jesus in His will and providence 
fits man for a place in this building. 
Grace must improve upon nature before 
man can find acceptance with God and 
usefulness in His church. God uses the 
spiritual nature of man in fitting him 
for a place and service in the Master's 
kingdom. This higher nature expresses 
itself in transformed lines, in charac- 
ter conformed to the Master's image. 
It is for this reason that the church 
is eternal in its nature and durability. 
In his spiritual nature man is like his

THE BILL WAS PASSED. 


How “Private” John Alien Spoke in 
Favor of a Pension 
Measure. 


[Portland Oregonian:] Premier of 
wags that filled the galleries, emptied 
the cloakrooms and tickled the risibil- 
ities of the floor, Private“ John Allen 
was pecullar. His humor militated 
much against his being taken scriously 
as a thinker and statesman. This cir- 
cumstance was a prime factor in is 
decision to withdraw from public life. 
His retirement caused general regret. 
His wit sometimes shifted, however, 
from the drolleries that everybody ex- 
pected whenever he arose in the House, 
and he showed himself master of the 
keenest sarcasm. . Notably on one oc- 
casian, when a great pension measure 
act of June 27, 1890, a service pension 
bill which added $40,000,000 a year to 
the pention list—was pending. Feeling 
ran high, there was acerbity in discus- 
sion and galling rejoinders were passe 1. 
Much against his wishes Allen found 
himself in the maelstrom of debate. 
Wearying of the bitterness and rancor 
he gave expression to the following: 

Gentlemen: Far be it from ‘Private 
John Allen’ to wish the light of his fad- 
ing eyes to behold Belisarius begging 
his bread with or without his grass 
widow, Antonina. If this bill for the 
relief of the Federal soldier, his de- 
pendent ones and the flowers that come 
between, be proper, and I believe it is, 
and will support it, let us pass it in 
peace, like good men and true, and not 
e vultures disputing carrion, as if we 
cwuld divide his raiments. I thought 
this cruel war was over. I thought so 
when, with other bleeding, barefoot 
privates, [ started running away from 
Grant at Shiloh, Vicksburg and Island 
No. 10; I though so when running 
away from Atlanta and Sherman, who 
would tumble into the sea: and bless 
ma soul, I sure done thought so when 
we made our last stand for the ‘lost 
cause’ with Lee at Appomattox, all run 
down at the heel- nowhere else to run, 
wid Grant there again, and bear tracks 
all around. But Lor’ bless you, honey, 
down a-running from the North came 
the coffee-coolers and drafted men to 
cuss old Grant ‘cause he didn’t hang 
every Johnny reb of us; up a-running. 
from the South came the camp-follow- 
ers and conscripts a-cussing poor pri- 
vate John Allen for surrendering to 
the tarnation Yankees. And do you 
know, gentlemen, I hear the echo of 
those melancholy running days rever- 
berate in this House throughout the 
debate on this bill, somebody running 
on both sides of the chamber, still 
a-running, at the mouth.“

FOUND IN AN OLD SAFE. 


A Fortune That Had Long Been For- 


gotten Is Brought to 


[New York World:] Levi W. and 
William C. Smith, W. H. Frary. Mrs. 
Frank L. Clapp, of Northampton, 
Mass., nephews and nieces of Mr. and 
Mrs. John F. Foss of Chicago, are 
deeply interested as heirs in the suit 
wihch Mr. Foss, who is 89 years old, 
without a son or daughter, has brought 
against the Peoples’ Gaslight and Coke 
Company of Chicago, 
interest in the stock of the company. 
IIis suit is for $7,266,000, and is based 
on ‘the finding of certificates of shares 
in the company, long thought de- 
stroyed. The present value of the gas 
Ftock is $35,000.00, and Foes claims 15 
per cent. of this amount. 
In the early days of Chicago, John 
Foss and his brother, Robert, con- 
ducted a lumber yard. They were 
sturdy ploneers from Massachusetts, 
who were ambitious to make fortunes, 
and soon ranked among the wealthy 
men of the town. When the Chicago 
Gas Company was organized, and 
needed help they bought three certifi- 
cates of 500 shares each, the valtie de- 
ing $75,000. The whole company had 
been stocked at $500,000. 
As the ctiy grew the land where the 
lumber yard stood was condemned for 
use by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company. The business was closed, 
and an old safe, in which were kept 
the papers of the brothers, was moved 
to the home of John Foss, and put 
away in the cellar. 
the certificates of the stock of the gas 
company, at that time considered com- 
paratively worthiess. In time they 
were forgotten altogether. 
in 1871 came the great fire which 
swept over the city of Chicago, and 
the Foss brothers were ruined. They 
struggied along for awhile, but finally 
The settiement left 
John Foes in possession of all the busi- 
ness effects, books, papers, etc., of the 
The old tate lying unused in 
the cellar held nothnig of value, or 80 
thought the brothers at the time.

said Allen Kelly last night to 

a Times reporter, ‘but —-dvubt- 


less there was some basis for them. 
The anti-machine forces have been as- 
sisted throughout by a zealot at the 
head of a society for the suppression 
of vice and the promotion of puritan- 
ism, and it is likely that he persuaded 
the political refoPmers to let him have 
free swing for a night as a reward for 
his services in the past.” 

Mr. Kelly, who was formerly city 
editor of the Times, was in Philade!l- 
phia during the strenuous days of the 
crusade agaiust Quayism, and is able 
to speak with knowledge of the true 
inwardness of the movement. 

“This ruction in the Quaker City is 
heralded as a great moral upheaval, 
an awakening of the civic conscience 
of Pennsylvania,” continued Mr. Kel- 
ly, “but in sober truth it is nothing 
but a collision of political machines. 
Philadelphia has no civic conscience; 
never had any to be awakened. . The 
people of that city saw the gang steal 
millions from the public treasury, year 
after year, and never batted an eye. 
They saw the machine stuff from fifty 
to eighty thousand bogus ballots into 
the boxes at every election, and never 
made a move to stop debauchery of 
the franchise. They saw machine- 
made judges protect the thieves by 
forbidding the opening of stuffed bal- 
lot-boxes in court, and went on drool- 
ing about the purity of their judiciary. 


They saw the police taking tribute 
from purveyors of unspeakable vice; 
maintaining open partnership in 
houses of ill-fame; sharing the fits 
of the ‘white-slave trade’—tra in 
human bodies—and felt no q of 


moral revulsion. 


“But the machine, reckless {in ite 


rottenness, made the mistake of 
touchi perigee | the pocket of the 
Philade ian. It threatened to soak 
him on his gas bills to the tune of at 


feast a dollar and a half a year for 
twenty years, and his great soul re- 
volted against the outrage. He arose 
in righteous wrath and talked of 
hanging the drudges of the old Quay 
machine, and the drudges of the Wan- 
amaker machine saw their opportunity 
and induced Mayor Weaver to see his. 

“Philadelphia's moral uprising 
means that the great and good Mr. 
Wanamaker hopes to get into the 
United States Senate, now that Matt 
Quay is dead and there is nobody but 
that political lummox, Boise Penrose, 
to head him off. Quay and Wana- 
maker fell out some years ago over the 
Senatorial question, after Wanamaker 
had raised half a million and handed 
it to Quay to spend in corrupting the 
electorate, and the turpitude of Quay 
was suddenly revealed as in a vision 
to Mr. Wanamaker. One of Quay's 
drudges, caught in the act of attempt- 


Man the double cross, and saved from 
his just reward only after going on his 
knees to the Old Man, deserted 2 
and went over to Wanamaker with all 
the secrets of the machine. He be- 
came Wanamaker’s political crook 
and confidential adviser, and he has 
been the mainspring of Pennsylvania's 
great moral movement to this hour. 
“All that the reformers have said 
about rottenness of State and munici- 
pal government in Pennsylvania is 
true. They know whereof they speak, 
because they have been part and par- 
cel of it and have been on the inside. 
Of course there are a few sincere men 
in the movement, dut they are being 
used as stalking horses and don't 
seem to know it. They are put for- 
ward in public, and they think, no 
doubt, that they are leading the forces 
ef reform toward good government. 
Useful people, these moral enthusiasts, 
in a campaign for a seat in the Sen- 
ate, when they are permitted to emact 
the role of the fly on the wheel.

Mr. Wana- 
maker cherishes the legitimate and 
laudable ambition to round out his 
public life with Senatorial honors and 
to give Pennsylvania decent represen- 
tation in Washington for once in the 
eentury, and doubtless he finds it 
necessary to work with such tools as 
come to his hands. Bad men can be 
used ov.casionally for good ends, and 
perhaps even a Philadeiphian political 
machine can be geared to grind out 
wholesome grist. Mayor Weaver was 
elected by the Quay-Durham gang and 
its ‘ellot-box stuffers, and he served 
the gang like any other drudge until 
he saw reason for going over to the 
other side. Mr. Wanamaker can make 
as good use of a penitent gangster as 
he ome of his two newspapers, one 
Repuolican and the other Democratic, 
for the purification of Philadelphia 
and the uplifting of the United States 
Senate. Who knows but what a ballot. 
box could be stuffed by a retormed 
ward healer for good government and 
true piety in the millionaire’s club at 
Washington?

Stately avenues, amid crumbling man- 
sions; boundless amphitheaters: and 
the frowning battlements of many a 
rugged fortress, set on inaccessible 
heights, above many a yawning preci- 
pice and grim and fatal cavern of death. 
The spectacie is sublime, but also it is 
terrible. Nowhere have I felt so deeply 
the sense of human nothingness in the 
presence of physical nature. A8 I 
stood there, at the dizzy edge of the 
vast cliff, an eagle rose from the vales 
and mountain tops below, and, with 
superb motion, winged his triumphant 
fight, upward and still upward, fill 
he seemed to vanish into heaven. 
Many pages have been written about 
the ‘mysterious Colorado River and 
about the wondrous gorge through 
which it makes its way. The river is 
2000 miles in length, rising in Utah and 
flowing in a capricious course, but 
chiefly south and west, till it empties 
into the Gulf of California, in Mexico. 
Thirty-six years ago Maj. Powell ex- 
plored it—sailing trom Green River 
City, in Utah, to the mouth of the Rio 
Virgin, a distance of about a 
thousand miles—and wrote his splendid 
journal of an expedition from which 
even the courage of Caesar might have 
shrunk; for, in those days, it was be- 
lieved that the river ran at intervals 
beneath the earth's surface, disappear- 
ing in measureless caverns: and also’ 
that stupendous cataracts, like that of

course. “Adventurous he who, in the 
first ship, sailed the unknown sea!”

As Powell, drifting 
on that desolate river, looked upward 
from his barge, he may well have 
thought that the Styx of old religion 
Was no fancy and Charon no myth.

Cafion of Arizona might, perhaps, be 
acquired in the course of a residence 
of many Years in its immediate neigh- 
borhood; a glimpse of it is all that can 
be obtained by the cesual visitor.

who accept generally, In soverness of 
rpirit, the manifesto of 1990 as a rev- 

lation from God permitting the tem- 
porary suspension of its practice until 
Such time as the laws of the United 
States shall cease to be superior to the 
laws of the Mormon church; and who, 
also, by some process of reasoning 
dark to the Gertile mind, and by pri- 
Vate approval of the church authort- 
ties, if not by their specific command, 
either hold themselves in secret readi- 
énter into polygamous rela- 
tions despite this manifesto, or to give 
vromfort, countenance and protection to 
such of their fellowship as are appoint- 
ed to that practice in their stead. 

To tell these women that the polyg- 
amy of the Mormon church has, “placed 
them on a level with the cattle of the 
fields” is to provoke them to derisive 
laughter or silent scorn. Their rell- 
gion to which they adhere with fanat-

On the resurrection morn God will can 
him into being; he; in turn, will call 
each of the women who were his wives 
On earth; and finally, he will gather 
about him all his multitudinous pos- 
terity, and they shall be constituted 
into a sort of tribal kingdom, over 


en, God reigning over the whole. But 
the poor monogamist, with his lone 
wife and corresponding poverty of off- 
epring—what of him? If you will par- 
Gon the flippancy. he will be only one 
of the many deus in the grand celes- 
tial deck—a m ing priest beside 
lusty ohiefs of the Lord. 

This is no jocund fantasy. It js so- 
ber, solid Mormonism; the Mormonism 
Of yesterday, and tomorrow, un- 
less new blood in Utah and Amerigen 
foresight at Washington shall differen- 
tiate the future from the past.

INVALUABLE PHOTOGRAPH. 
The photograph from which the ac- 
companying group-picture was made 
I valve as one of the choice fruits of 
this investigation.

Edna, his legal wife, whom he main- 
tains and lives with at the Bee Hive 
House, the executive mansion of the 
church: Sarah E. Richards, whom he 
maintains and lives, with at No. 157 
North Second West street, Salt Lake;

maintains and lives, with at No. 56 
East North Temple street, Salt Lake; 
four of these five homes are in the 
same block. 

In the Smoot investigation President 
Smith shocked the decency of the na- 
tion by testifying as follows: 

Mr. Smith: It is contrary to the 
rule of the Church f[ostensibly, he 
should have said and contrary as 
well to the law of the land) for a man 
to cohabit with his wives. But I was 
Placed in this position: I had a plural

visited them. They have borne me 
children since 1890, and I have done it 
knowing the responsibility and know- 
ing that I was amenable to the law. 
Since the admission of the State there 
has been a sentiment existing and 
prevalent in Utah that these old mar- 
riages® would be in a measure con- 
do They were not looked upon as 
offensive, as really violative of law; 
they were, in other words, regarded 
as an existing fact, and if they saw 
any wrong in it they simply winked 
at it. In other words, Mr. Chairman, 
the people of Utah, as a rule, as well 
as the people of this nation, are broad- 
minded and Überal-minded people, and 
they have rather condoned than other- 
wise, I presume, my <dffense against 
the law. I have never been disturbed. 
Nobody has ever called me in ques- 
tion, that I know of, and if I had, I 
was there to answer to the charges or 
any charge that might have been 
made against me, and I would have 
been willing to submit. to the penalty 
a law, whatever it might have 


n. 

Mr. Tayler: So that disobedience to 
the la wis perfectly satisfying, accord- 
ing to your view of it, if one is ready 
to pay the penalty for its violation? 

Mr. Smith: Not at all. I should like 
to draw a distinction between unlaw- 
ful cohabitation and polygamy. There 
is a law prohibiting polygamy, plural 
marriages. 

Senator Hoar: You mean now a law 
of the State of Utah? 

Mr. Smith: I mean the law of the 
State, and I mean that this is in the 


constitution of our State. It ts re- 
quired by the Enabling Act. That 
law, gentlemen, has been complied 


with by the Church; that law has been 
kept by the Church; and there never 
has been a plural marriage by the 
consent or sanction or knowledge or 
approval of the Church since the man- 
ifesto. I! The law of unlawful co- 
habitation is another law entirely, and 
relates to the cohabitation of a man 
with more than one wife. That & 
the law which I have presumed to face 
in preference to disgracing myself and 
degrading my family by turning them 
off and ceasing to acknowledge them 
and to administer to their wants—not 
the law in relation to plural marriage.

Mr. Smith: Since 1890; 1 have said 
that I have had born to me eleven chil- 
drei since 1890, each of my wives being 
the mother of from one to two of those 
children. 

The Chairman: Mr. Tayler, proceed. 

Mr. Tayler: None of them has borne 
more than two children to you? 

Mr. Smith: Not that I recollect now. 
I could not tell you without I referred 
to the dates. 

Senator Foraker: It is very evident 
that there must have been two children 
by four of the wives, and three by 
one, which would make eleven. 

Mr. Tayler: That is very true. You, of 
course, understand that I might have 
difficulty in locating the mother of 
some of the children, as Mfr. Smith 
himself is not quite sure— 

Mr. Smith: You will not have any 
difficulty so far as Tam concerned.

After threats had failed 
and coaxings availed nothing (fancy 
coaxing a person to obey the summons 
of the highest tribunal in the United 
States!) Joseph Morrell was bluntly 
asked why he defied the government. 
He replied: For the sake of the 
gospel and my conscience.” Mary 
Daines, plural wife of Joseph Morrell, 
is believed to be now in semi-hiding 
with her four illegitimate children in 
Preston.

AS TO LIZZIE FUHRMAN. 

Isaac Smith is first counselor to the 
president of the Cache Valley Stake, 
and also a prominent citizen of Logan. 
He is the manager of the Logan branch 
of Zion's Coéiperative Mercantile Instt- 
tution, a church concern. He js legally 
married and has a family. Under him, 
as a clerk in that store, was a good- 
looking young woman, Lizzie Fuhrman. 
At the time of the Roberts investigation 
She gave birth to a child, and there- 
after became known in Logan as the 
plural wife of Isaac Smith. He built 
a house for her in Logan and lived 
openly with her, spending the most of 
his time there, and some of his time 
at his other home, in Logan where 
dwelt his legal wife.

Soon thereafter Apostle Mar- 
riner W. Merrill, while addressing a 
Sunday audience of Cache Valley Mor- 
mons, said: “That young woman 
(Anna Stoddard) is as much the wife 
of Charles Merril; as any woman here 
is the wife of her husband.” Anna 
Stoddard gave birth to a child, and 
since then she has borne several to 
Apostie Merrill's son.

T. JOSEPH’S 
NEW SCHOOL. 


CORNER-STONE LAID WITH RITES 
OF THE CHURCH. 
Children in Procession With Priests 
and Choral Society Sings Hymns. 
Address by Bishop Conaty—Many 
Catholics in Attendance on the 
Ceremonies. 


Hundreds of people were attracted to 
St. Joseph’s Church yesterday after- 
noon by the ceremonies of laying the 
corner-stone for the new St. Joseph's 
School. Many of the parishes of the 
city were represented and there were 
present numerous priests from the city 
and vicinity, and members of the 
various Catholic sisterhoods laboring 
in Los Angeles. 

The ceremonies began with a proces- 
sion from the Franciscan Monastery on 
Twelfih street to the school site 
on Los Angeles street, just south 
of St. Joseph's Church. The proces- 
sion was headed by the members of the 
St. Raphael's Society, and then fol- 
lowed the Conference of St. Vincent 
de Paul, members of St. Cecella’s So- 
clety, the parish sodalities, and the 
Sisters of St. Joseph with the children. 

The children formed in line on either 
side of the walk, and between them 
passed the procession of twenty altar 
boys, priests and the bishop, attended 
by Mer. P. Harnett, V. G., and Rev. 
Father O'Keefe, O. F. M. 

The choral society marched, singing 
hymns, and. the entire procession made 
the rounds of the interlor walls of the 
building, and then gathered at the 
southwest corner, where the corner- 
stone was laid. Bishop Conaty used a 
peautiful silver trowel, and within the 
block of carved granite was placed a 
box containing church and local pub- 
lications, coins and other mementoes. 

The full ritualistic service of the 
church was used, and at its close 
Bishop Conaty spoke on “Christian 
Education.” “It is sometimes asked 
why we bulld these schools,” said 
Bishop Conaty. “The only answer is 
that while the secular schools are do- 
ing a magnificent work along their own 
lines, they are not doing all that we 
would have done for our children in 
order that their education may 
full and complete. Therefore we 
make these sacrifices to establish these 
schools. 3 
“This bullding stands for both — 
en 
of the children—the Christian uca- 
tion for which Christian parents must 
fee] it their duty to provide. 

“This is an age of education, an age 
of the schoolhouse ayd the scheol- 
master; an age which craves knowl- 
edge. We would give our children 
the fullest education, the greatest 
opportunity to grasp this knowl- 
edge, and inthis we would include 
instruction in the faith of our most holy 
religion. Above all things we want 
our children to be Christian men and 
women. Daily, step by step, with the 
absorption of other knowledge we 
would have them receive Instruction in 
religion, would have their characters. 
permeated and filled with the Spirit of 
God 


“Morality is necessary to our dally 
and our public life, a morality that 
will stand the test of right and wrong; 
and thus must have as its background 
true religion, a religion which tells 
man his duty to his fellow-man and 
his God. 

“After all, what is education but the 
training for life and the fulfillment in 
the highest manner of life’s duties «and 
the destinies which God has provided 
for the individfal? Christian educa- 
tion gives men and women a strength 
of character which compels them to 
do their duty to their fellow-man, 
and this school is but a link in the 
great chain of Christian education, 


‘reaching down from the work of Mary 


to the present, and to continue 
until the last Mary has fulfilled her 
duties. This school is to be the home 
of religion and the home of patriotism 
and the home of the highest ideals in 
education. From these doors boys and 
girls shall go forth trained in true 
knowledge and in sanetity, prepared to 
take their places as good citizens.” 

After the outdoor services the con- 
gregation passed into the church, 
where the vespers were concluded with 
benediction of the blessed sacrament. 
After the services Rev. Raphael Fuhr, 
O. F. M., rector of St. Joseph's parish, 
entertained the visiting clergymen and 
the bishop with a dinner served in the 
basement of the church. 

The structure whose corner-stone 
was laid yesterday has its walls well 
up toward the second story, the corner 
where the stone was placed was left 
open for this event. The building will 
be three stories, with a seventy-six- 
foot frontage on Los Angeles street 
and extending back on the lot 169 feet, 
A wing will extend across the rear of 
this, which »in be 130 feet in length. 
The structure will cost about $60,000.
